ilias been the1 frequent, indication by 
official acts and utterances that- chc 
does not look upon himself as an ab- 
solute monan-.1i (possessed of infalli- 
ble judgment and privileged to wield 
a scepfer over thy private and pub- 
lic lives of the American people. No- 
where can there be found any man- 
ifest uti-im «f desire or intention to 
assume the role of dictator. 
Truly 


rejiri'senialive popular • government 
is safe, under the leadership 
of; a 


man who thus understands and up- 
holds constitutional limitations won 
his oliicial authority. 


As 
President 
Harding 
demon- 


strated, the Republican party is com- 
mitted to ,the settlement of interna- 
tional .disputes of a justiciable na- 
ture by negotiation, arbitration • or 
adjudication!. While the last Repub- 
lican national platform contained,a 
declaration in favor of an interna- 
tional'court, Mr.. Harding di3 not un- 
dertake to say that the party is oom- 
initted to the particular internation- 
al court set up by the league of na^> 
tions.

known to provide in detail for even 
cent, and unlike the oldtime appro 
priation bill the exact amount ex 
pcnded for a two-year period wa 
known as soon as the Legislatur 
ended its work on the measure. Th 
total carried bv the bill was $17, 
831,742.68 of which $1,932.000 ma 
be spent before next Sept. 30,. and 
the remainder during the two years 
after that date. However, the total 
Lunount will carry on the work of 
the twenty state institutions, and the 
various branches of the state gov- 
ernment until Oct. 1, 1925.

bills provided for expenditure 
of. 


$327,000. 


About 25 cents, in every dollar 


spent by the Legislature will go into 
permanent improvements, .and 
as 


such these investments will stand 
for a century or longer. The net 
result will he that the twenty state 
institutions will be put in better con,- 
dition than they have been in years, 
and as pointed out by the Governor's 
Bloomington speech no improvements' 
were made during the war. 


All of the new laws, -including the 


appropriation measures, will soon 
become 
eflfestive, the 
distribution 


of 'the printed Acts of 1923 
to 


county officials being almost com- 
plete. The laws, classed as appro- 
priation bill, follow: 


THE ' BUDGET—House enrolled 


act. No. 198 is the 
budget law, 


authorizing expenditure of $17,831,- 
742.68 by'the state until Oct. 1. 
1923. 
The Act is a now departure 


in appropriation acts in Indiana and 
is in compliance with the budget 
law, advocated by Governor McCray 
when he assumed office 
in 
1921. 


Democrats and Republicans agreed 
on virtually-every item of the bud- 
get act, in preparing the bill for the 
Legislature that will be made by 
the state for more than two years, 
and provides 
the money that will 


permit improvements of every one

attractive. 


These plants are very ^easily raised 


annuals -from seed.- One essential is 
to secure a jfirst-c4ass strain of seed 
from a reliable seed house. 
These 


seeds are selected from 'free-flower- 
ing types and least 'likely to give 'the 
leafy non-blooming plants. 


The dwarf ten weeks' stocks 
are 


less likely to develop the -leaf plants 
than the "cut-and-come-again" type. 
The latter .have more biennial blood 
in them. The stoc-iks 'like an open sit- 
uation, where they will have plenty 
of sun, and like fairly rich soil, but 
will flourish in soil having less food 
supply than some other'annuals. T.he 
dwarf tea weeks' stocks planted to 
beds of single colors <>an furnish a 
very ^beautiful all-summer garden in 
themselves. 


Their spicy fragrance is most no-
